Stennis, one of the Senate’s 
most respected constitutional law- 
yers, cited three other prayer 
cases which the U. S. Supreme 
Court will be called upon to de- 
cide in the near future. One of the 
three inyolves the voluntary use 
of the Lord’s Prayer in public 
schools. 


Stennis said America has thri- 
ved as a nation for 175 years,rec- 
ognizing a Supreme Being by of- 
fering up prayer to Almighty God. 


"Certainly it cannot be serious- 
ly contended.” Stennis testified, 
"that the simple, non-denomiria- 
tional and non-compulsory prayer 
involved in the New York case 
resulted either in the establish- 
ment of a religious or prohibited 
the free exercise thereof.” 


The First Amendment to the U, 
S. Constitution prohibits Con- 
gress from making “any” law re- 
specting an establishment of re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free ex- 
ercise thereof.” 


Stennis said the U. S. Supreme 
Court said as recently as 1951 
that “We are a religious people 
whose institutions presuppose a 
‘Supreme Being.” 


Stennis said, “If future decisions 
of the Supreme Court are consis- 
tent with this recent controver- 
sial decision. I am convinced that 
future holdings will forbid and 
, prohibit many of our traditional, 
, respected and time-honored prac- 
tices.
